THE  ADJOURNMENT. 

As  tho  dav  of  adjournment  will  be  determined 
very  much  by  Mr.  Hunter,  being  Chairman  of 
the  Finance  Committee,  no  action  will  be  taken 
on  the  House  resolniion  until  tbe  business  has 
so  far  progrecped  as  to  be  within  the  control  of 
tbe  Senate.

The  contract  is  to  be  given  to  the  lowest 
responsible  bidder,  upon  condition  that  it  shall 
not  exceed  $40,01X1  per  annum,  Congress  re- 
taining  discretion  to  alter  or  amend  the  law.

If  tbe  House  passes  tbe  Central  route 
the  Senate  will  undoubtedly  add  the  Southern' 
and  then  the  responsibility  will  rest  wiih  the 
House  of  killing  the  whole  project  of  a  Pacific 
road  or  passing  two. 

TnE    CAPTURED     AFRICANS      TO    BE    RETURNED    TO

day  with  the  Colonization  Society  to  take  tho 
lliot^and  captured  Africans  now  ut  Key  West 
to  Liberia  lor  the  sum  of  $50,000.  The  bill 
uhich  passed  tbe  Senate  to-day,  auihorizes  the 
I  resident  to  make  all  In  hue  urrangi  menls  wiih 
this  Society  to  retwrn  te  Liberia  all  i  be  Africans 
captured.

The  Tariff  bill  from  the  House  has  yet  to  be 
taken  up  in  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Sen- 
ate, and  Mr.  Hunter  will  not  permit  it  to  be 
considered  until  the  appropriations  and  other 
mutters  of  ordinary  legislation  are  disposed  of. 
He  is  well  aware  that  every  day's  delay  is  inju- 
rious to  its  nrospects,  aud  that  may  be  one  rea- 
son why  this  dilatory  co'rse  will  be  pursued, 
in  order  to  kill  it  off  by  indirection  if  possible.

THE  OVERLAND  TELEGRATH. 

The  Overland  Teleeroph  to  tbe  Pacific  bill 
passed  the  House  by  28  majority,  with  an 
amendment,  proposed  by  Mr.  Burnett  of  Ken- 
tucky, requiring  sealed  proposals  to  be  adver- 
tised for,  and  received- for  sixty  days  alter 
1he  passage  of  the  act,  with  responsible  guaran- 
tees, as  in  tbe  case  of  bids  for  mail  contracts. 
Toe  contract  is  to  be  giveu  to  the  lowest 
responsible  bidder,  upon  condition  that  it  shall 
not  exceed  $40,000  per  annum,  Congress  re- 
taining  discretion  to  alter  or  amend  the  law.

4ns.— In  the  ppriDg  of  1857tbe  contractwith 
Mexico  waaheldbyaoonapany  in  New  Orleans, 
of  which  Sloo  owned  a  majority  of  stock.  In 
Juno  1  was  informed   that    the    administration 

had  taken  up  Hie  Tebauntcpec  oueslion.  Sur- 
prised at  Ihw,  I  called  on  the  President,  lie 
professed  to  be  auxious  for  the  speedy  open- 
in  iz  of  that  roulo,  and  complained  of  every- 
thing that  hud  been  done  and  of  everything 
that  had  not  been  done  under  that  cootracl. — 
T  told  btm  that  groat  difficulties  and  several 
shipwrecks  hud  interfered  with  that  contract, 
but  that  the  spirii  of  it  bud  been  observed,  and 
that  the  Mexican  government  had  not  com- 
plained; that  tho  work  was  going  on 
upon  tho  Isthmus,  and  that  I  had  just 
despatched  myself  n  steamer  to  navigate  the 
Coatzaeoalcos  river,  in  pursuance  with  the  con- 
tract with  Mexico.  The  President,  however, 
would  not  be.-atiilied,  nud  tbo  result  was  that 
bo  soon  aftei  sent  a  dispatch  by  Senator  Benja- 
min uud  Mr.  Lesere  to  our  Minister  in  Mexico, 
written,  as  I  understand, by  himself,  butsignod 
by  General  Cnss,  instructing  him  to  have  the 
contract  Willi  Sloo  abrogated  aud  another  one 
in  place  of  U  granted  to  certain  parties,  with 
whom  Haranus,  Lusere  and  Boijumin^  and,  as  I 
subsequently  learned,  Senator  cilidcll,  were  as- 
sociated. The  thing  was  done;  butiheSloo 
contract  hail  been  guaranteed  by  the  G-idsden 
treaty,  which  authorized  the  United  States  gov- 
ernment to  interfere  for  its  protection,  and  the 
Pre-ident,  seeing  this,  instructed  our  Minister 
in  Mexico,  Mr.  Forsyth,  to  negotiate  a  new 
treaty,  which  would  protect  this  new  grant. — 
The  Mexican  government,  seeing  the  anxiety  of 
our  government,  agreed  to  abrogate  tbe  Moo 
grant,  and  authorise  tbe  new  one.  but  on  terms 
much  lies  favorable  to  this  country  ;  and  wueu 
our  Minister  presented  the  dratl  of  tbe  newly 
prepared  treaty,  it  was  rejected,  the  Mexicau 
government  refusing  to  allow  the  'government 
of  the  United  Slates  to  intervene  at  all  for  the 
protection  of  tbe  new  grant.  The  principal 
pretext  ol  tbe  President  was,  that  the  Sloo  par- 
ty was  not  able  to  comply  with  their 
contract  with  Mexico,  olthongu  he  wus  assured 
by  me  that  they  were  in  the  actual  prosecutiou 
of  the  work,  that  Sloo  had  devoted  several  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars  of  his  own  means  forthe 
purpose,  and  that  Ihc  Mexican  government  hud 
not  complained,  but,  on  the  contrary,  had  re- 
cently recognized  the  validity  of  ihe  eon- 
tractj  yet  ufier  the  new  contract  bad  been 
made,  and  before  anything  of  consequence 
had  oeen  done  on  the  route,  and  before 
it  was  in  order  :or  the  transmission  of  mails,  a 
contrao  was  made,  iu  violation  of  Jaw,  by  the 
Po*t  Office  Department  for  the  transportation 
of  mails  by  that  roule  for  two  liuudred  and  flity 
llioosaod  dollars  per  annum,  which  was  paid 
them ;  bnt  the  route  not  being  in  order  but 
liltle  mail  mutter  whs  sent  by  ii,  and  the  poat- 
aj?es  received  frrm  it  did  not  exceed  five  thou- 
sand dollars.  Thus  were  tbe  diplomatic  func- 
tions of  Ibis  government  abroad,  and  tbe  post 
Oific:  Department  at  home,  prosli'uted  for  tbe 
purpose  of  wresting  a  valuable  contract  from 
one  set  of  American  citizens  to  give  it  to  ano- 
ther, who  were  favorites  of  the  Administration. 

Qiestion— Wliere  is  Ihe  evidence  that  these 
instructions  to  our  Minister  in  Mexico  were 
given? 

Answer— A  resolution  of  inquiry  into  the 
transection  was  adopted  ia  1857  and  '53  in  the 
Senate.  It  was  responded  (oj  but  rot  until  it 
was  too  laie  to  have  the  correspondence  printed 
iu  Lime  to  have  the  Senate  act  upon  it  at  that 
session.  That  response  (Ex.  Doc.  first  session 
Thirty  fifth  Congress,  Senate  No.  72)  contains 
tbe  correspondence  which  embodies  tbo  in- 
structions.

Giddings  immediately  after  the  nomination  of 
Mr.  Lincoln :

I  have  labored 
for  tho  establishment  of  principles— and  when 
men  cams  to  me  asking  my  opinion  of  you,  I 
only  told  them,  "  Lincoln  'is  uo  honest  man."

1'erhapa  ail  your  readera  do  not  know,  or  if 
they  do  know,  do  not  appreciate  tho  extent  of 
theSucker  Stale.  Do  they  ever  consider  that 
n  portion  of  their  State  is  as  far  South  as  the 
centre  of  Virginia  and  Kentucky.  By  a  glance 
at  the  map  tboy  will  sco  that  such  is  the  fact. 
At  or  near  this  place  paroquets,  pelicans,  and 
other  Southern  birds  can  often  be  seen.  We 
have  the  pecau  nut  growing  in  our  forest;  tbe 
catalpa  is  a  native  ;  tobacco  in  Urge  quantities 
is  shipped  from  more  than  one  buudred  mllefi 
north  of  this,  aud  every  day  hogsheads  of  it 
may  be  Been  loading  Ihe  eais  of  the  Illinois 
Central  Railroad.  Cotton  of  a  short  staple  can 
easily  he  raised,  and  a  Methodist  minister  in- 
form a  me  that  when  ha  came  to  the  county,  '25 
yeurs  ago,  almost  every  family  raised  cotton 
enough  to  make  tbe  most  of  their  clothes,  and 
manufactured  it  themselves.  The  people  here 
arc  also  Souihern  in  their  manners,  habits,  aud 
customs,  aud  in  their  origin  mostly.  To  a 
Northern  man  there  ia  something  attractive  in 
the  study  of  this  people.  Illiterate,  aud  many 
of  them  unable  to  read  or  write,  tbey  are  yet 
acute,  observing,  and  full  as  sharp  as  tbe  aver- 
age oi  Yankee?.  He  who  takes  them  lor  fools 
will  find  himself  much  mistaken.  How  they 
get  their  information  and  acutenessis  a  mystery 
I  cannot  fathom.  They  are  withal  a  very  po- 
lite people  loeach  other,  and  friendly  and  hos- 
pitable to  a  degree;  in  this  last  respect  net 
any  more  than  Northern  people  similarly  sit- 
uated. 

The  crops  here  now  give  every  promise  of 
coming  productiveness.  The  county  has  been 
settled  mire  or  less  for  near  or  quite  thirty 
years,  and  yet  there  has  been  but  litlle  done  to- 
narda  developing  its  resources.  I  am  inclined 
to  think  that  n  little  more  energy  and  industry 
would  not  hurt  them  ma'erially,  and  might  pos- 
sibly prove  somewhat  advantageous. 

The  soil  is  a  rich  chocolate  mould,  readily 
worked,  and  very  productive,  considering  the 
tillage  it  has,  or  rather  has  not.  A  neighbor 
here  told  me  tbe  way  he  planted  his  eorn  lasl 
year,  was  to  "just  put  the  plough  in  aud  split 
tbe  hills,  then  plant  right  in  the  old  hills,  and 
cultivate  twice  afterwards;"  and  he  was  going 
to  do  the  same  this  year. 

Apples  and  peaches  are  a  sure  crop  here,  up- 
on the  uplands,  every  year;  but  this  year  the 
whole  country  tetms  witb  the  promise  of  a  glo- 
rious fruit  crop. 

One  great  drawbaok  to  Ihe  settlement  of  the 
county  is  tbe  high  price  at  which  the  Illinois 
Ceutral  Railroad  Company  hold  theirlandi— fl5 
to  $£0  per  acre. 

Our  county  seat  ig  Caledonia,  on  the  Ohio 
river,  some  eight  miles  east  of  us.  Mound  City, 
tbe  rival  of  Cairo,  is  uho  in  this  county,  and  is 
a  prosperous  and  thriving  city,  full  ot  energy, 
aod  has  besides  a  Republican  clubofsome  hun- 
dred members.  C.

Last 
Saturday  thirteen  of  tbe  principal  ciizens  were 
marched  fut  and  shot  down  liked^s.  These 
were  the  remnant  of  twenty  personiwho  were 
betrayed  by  a  monk,  wb'i,  like  a  set>nd  Judas, 
brought  tbe  soldiers  to  their  rendi-vous.  Five 
of  them  escaped,  and  for  a  week  ivre  coucea'ed 
on  the  roof  of  the  house,  living  cj  linchen  and 
moss.  Tbe  other  two  got  offasbrt  distance  10 
a  sort  of  cave,  aud  here  tbey  wen  concealed  by 
ibe  country  people's  children,  obo,  under  tbe 
pretence  of  playing  about  tbe  citruuee,  man- 
aged to  throw  pieces  of  bread  iuvide  for  their 
sustenance.  At  the  end  of  a  week  .he  soldiers, 
getting  some  information  ofit,  drjve  the  chil- 
dren away  and  stationed  a  guird  tlwe — too  late, 
bowerer,  for  their  friends  having  feeu  busily  at 
work  all  ibe  while,  the  came  day  elected  an  en- 
tr-mce  bom  the  other  side,  by  wiii-h  they  es- 
caped. It  is  made  a  punishment  of  death  to 
poBsecs  gunpowdtror  arms;  nolwpersousare 
allowed  to  waU  together,  and  theoarks  oi  bul- 
lets on  doors  and  walla  show  IflW  well  tbe 
bloody  syst-m  has  been  carried  out.  There  is 
no  common ication  with  ihe  country.  The  Post 
Ofiieeis  clostd,  and  tho  mail  stejioers  seized, 
and  with  au  iron  hand  every  Ihini'iu  Palermo 
is  being  gradually  crushed  out.

Two  Cabin  PnuacngerM  Killed,  oadAnJ 

Otller  Severely  Wunaded. 

Tho  New  Orleans  Delta  of  last  Sundoy  hai  a 
porticular  account  of  a  terrible  tragedy  tbat 
occurred  on  board  the  Red  river  packet  B.  L. 
Hodge,  on  her  late  trip  from  Shrevepott  to  New 
Orleans; 

STATEMENT  Of   THB    PASSEXGERS. 

The  undersigned,  passengers  on  board  tbe  B. 
L.  H'idge,  on  her  present  trip  from  Shreveport 
to  iNew'Orleauu,  deem  that  a  statement  ol  the 
facts  of  an  atrocious  murder  which  occurred  on 
board  of  btr,  on  Red  river,  about  Iwenty  five 
miles  below  Uraod.  Encore,  on  the  18'h  of  May, 
ah. ml  ^o'clock  a.  in  ,  due  to  the  public  and  her 
officers. 

"  A  man  callicg  himself  B.  L,  Sleatb  came  on 
hoard  at  Shreveport,  and  registered  himself  as 
a  deck  passenger  for  New  Orleans.  Ou  tbe  next 
evening  after  leaving  iSbreveport,  he  came  to 
Cap  t.  It.  H.  SI  art  in  (who  was  in  com  mand  of  the 
boat)and  expressed  a  desire  to  bo  allowed  to 
change  his  passage  from  deck  to  cabm,  which 
was  acceded  tn.uod  a  staterocm  assigned  him 
by  the  clers  [laving  a  small  amount  ot  money 
in  his  possession,  he  deposited  it  with  tbe  clerk. 
Between  two  aud  three  o'clock  on  t  he  following 
morning,  while  almost  a>l  the  passengers  were 
asleep,  (.-everal  genilemeu  still  sitring  up  con- 
versing,) Sleath  suddenly  Btepped  uo  behind 
one  ol  the  gentlemen,  named  F.  G.  Jercigen, 
and  caught  him  around  tbe  head,  drew  a  bowie 
knife  from  behind  him,  and  attempted  to  cut 
bis  throat.  He  was  prevented  from  making  a 
fatal  wound  by  Jernigen  catching  the  blade  of 
tbe  kuile  in  nue  hand,  and  Sleath's  aim  in  the 
other.  He  however  received  a  very  severe  wound 
across  the  throat. 

"The  (jasse tigers  who  were  asleep  were  routed 
by  the  noise  and  excitement  in  the  cabin  and 
the  boat  running  into  the  bank.  Just  at  tbat 
time  a  gentlemuo  na-ned  Charles  M.  Fort,  coin- 
ing out  of  his  stateroom  into  the  cabin,  was 
fatally  stabbed  by  Slealh.  and  expired  in  a  few 
moments.  He  resided  Springfield,  Robertson 
county,  Tenuessee.  Another  passenger,  named 
It.  J.L>le,  Of  >'asbville,  Tenn.,  being  roused 
hy  tbe  noise,  opened  bis  stateroom  door  to  look 
ou',  and  was  immediately  stabbed  by  Sleatb 
Lyle  ooly  siid,  "I  am  stabbed,"  and  expired 
without  a  groan,  tbe  bowie  knife  having  pene- 
trated through  bis  heart. 

"At  this  juncture  tae  Captain,  who  bad  been 
asleep  in  his  room,  was  called,  and  coming  at 
once  into  the  cabin,  be  succeeded  in  getting  the 
Kuir..  iroio  S'eaib,  and  then  stcured  him.  Tbe 
murderer  had  upon  bis  person  at  the  lime  of  his 
arrest  sevaral  other  knives  and  a  revolver. 

"The  marderor  is  a  deformed  creature,  small 
in  stuture,  broken  backed,  and  about  23  years 
of  age.  He  said  he  was  a  native  of  Weston, 
Lewis  Co.,  Virginia,  and  I  hat  he  had  been  teach- 
ing sebool  at  a  place  called  Knoxville,  in  Cher- 
okei  Co.,  Texas.  The  reasons  given  by  him 
for  committing  the  deed  were  that  they  were 
ihe  parties  who  were  seeking  his  life— although 
they  had  never  met  before.  He  acknowledges 
the  deed,  hut  does  not  seem  to  care  particularly 
about  it.

Hiven,  at  a 
somewhat  later  hour  than  the  day  previous,  and 
Dr.  Haren  took  the  floor,  to  speuk  in  favor  of 
ihe  mnjori'y  rppnrt.  He  enunciated  the  "irre 
pressible  cauflict"  in  its  Church  application, 
declaring  fhatugitation  migbt  be  deprecaied.bul 
it  could  not  be  preventrd,  until  Ibis  question, 
iiivulviog  ihe  spiritual  and  temporal  loterests 
of  four  raillious  of  ptople,  was  eeliled, — 
He  asserted  that  it  was  impossible  for 
Cbristiauity  to  be  tolerant  towards  Sla- 
very, or  to  draw  tbe  dislinction  asked 
for  by  the  uimorily.  Tbe  Church  could  notdiB- 
tingui-h  be'iveea  b'g  aud  little  sins.  Lie  argued 
that  tbat  the  common  sentiment  of  tbe  South 
instinctively  tended  to  n  belief  tbat  Slavery  wns 
inhuman  in  principle,  and  ciled  certain  Uwa  uf 
the^uuilicrn  Slate?,  cxhibi  ting  such  aninstlno- 
tivesente.  He  indignantly  met  Ibe  argument 
that  1  his  ectiun  would  divide  tho  Church,  by 
declaring  that  consequences  of  that  kind  were 
entitled  to  no  consideration.  If  tbe  Church 
i-  .hi. 1  r.-.'  siand  purification  it  was  time  it  neat 
hy  tbe  board. 

Following  the  speech  of  Dr.  Haven  ncompro- 
mise  measure  was  imroduced  by  Dr.  Darbin, 
of  New  York,  wbo  ou  behalf  of  a  number  or 
tbe  Slavery  Committee,  of  both  parties,  a  suh- 
siilure  for  both  the  reports  presented  from  xott 
Committee,  The  substitute  embodies  tbe  tirai 
ponion  of  ihe  majority  report,  genera'lv  enuu- 
ciatiog'lheanii-stavery  principlesof  the  Cbureh, 
aod  reviewing  the  moral  aud  ecclesiastical  as- 
pects of  tbe  question  ;  hut  instead  of  estab'it-h- 
i.g  an  arbitrary  rule  wilh  regard  10  s'avebold- 
iug,  recommends  that  the  administration  of  the 
Discipline  shall  he  made,  in  each  State,  to  con- 
form wim  this  declaration  of  principle,  so  far  as 
is  possible  under  the  laws  of  the  oiute.  The 
substitute  also  recommends  moderate  discus- 
sion of  the  .Slavery  question,  with  care  only,  to 
maintaiu  ihe  anti->lavcrv  sentiment  ol  tbe 
Church.  Dr.  Durbiu  spike  at  considerable 
length  on  his  compromise  measure,  urging  a 
consideration  of  tbe  legal  difficulties  surrouud- 
irii'  the  members  of  the  Church  in  t  e  South, 
and  of  the  necessity  of  the  Church  preserving 
influence  on  Slave  soil,  in  ord^r  that  it  might 
accomplish  POmeihing  in  behalfof  liberty  arid 
right.  1 1  also  pressed  upon  tiie  Conference  the 
coosileration  of  what  a  mighty  misnioDary  work 
the  Church  wus  now  eugaged  in,  and  how  i'a 
borders  were  constantly  enlarging,  with  the  re- 
riection  of  what  consequences  to  ihis  woik  and 
the  mission  still  open  before  it  might  follow  a 
division  of  Ihe  Church. 

Dr.  Currv,  of  New  York,  stating  Ihat  he  was 
solicitous  that  ibis  question  should  m.t  be  en-

Theodore  Parker, 

A  Florence  correspondent  of  tbe  New  York 
Timet,  writing  on  the  8th  Inst.,  says  : 

Our  countryman.  Rev.  Theodore  Parker,  has 
arrived  in  Florence  within  a  few  days  almost  in 
a  dymg  condition.  He  left  Rome  a  littlo  more 
than  a  week  since,  to  come  to  this  city  by  way 
of  Perugia  and  Arezzo.  He  had  reached  aeon 
dition  of  extreme  prostration  before  leaving 
Home,  but  his  desire  io  come  to  Florence  in- 
duced bim  to  undertake  the  journey,  even  io 
opposition  to  tbe  judgment  of  1 1  iends.  An  easy 
traveling  cariiage  whs  obtained,  and  a  couch 
propnreo,  so  that  be  might  remain  most  of  the 
time  in  a  reclining  poaiii  m.  A  chair  alto  was 
provided,  bo  that  he  could  be  conveniently  re- 
moved iuto  the  village  inns  wbich  were  made 
the  stoppiog  places  on  the  wny.  But  this  mode 
was  found  at  length  too  fatiguing,  aod  when  tbe 
town  of  Passignano  was  reached.it  was  thought 
best  nut  to  pursue  any  further  Ihe  road  by 
Arezzo,  but  crossing  to  Assinalonga,  complete 
the  journey  by  rail  from  ."Siene.  Mr,  Parker  wi 
accompanied  by  his  f.  iends,  L>r.  and  Mrs  A 
ton,  ol  Bos i on,  and  Prof.  Sail',  of  Swi 
tits  condition  ul  tbe  moment  is  most  precaiious. 
Uis  further  hold  on  life  >eems  little  more  than 
a  thing  ol  a  day.  The  iuflamMiou  of  the  lunge 
is  more  extreme,  and  the  eliminations  more  co 
pious.  Tbe  voice  ia  nearly  gone,  from  excessive 
weakness  of  the  organ,  and  the  patient  is  pros- 
trated upon  a  bed  Irom  which  it  is  to  be  feared 
he  mAy  never  rise  again.  Like  bo  muoy  of  our 
countrymen  wandering  in  Europe  iu  pur-uit  of 
health,  or  pleasure,  or  instruction,  Mr.  Parker 
has  coma  to  clo.-e  his  eyes  in  Florence.  Four 
or  five  have  died  hue  during  tho  past  six 
months.  The  thought  is  sadenmg  tbat  ihe  ca- 
reer ot  Mr.  Parker  is  to  close  so  soon.  Tbat  in 
the  maturity  of  his  years,  and  his  intellectual 
strength,  those  greui  powers  ore  no  loncer  to 
be  exercised  in  this  florid.  Whatever  feelings 
may  he  entertained  lowaids  Mr.  Paikerhy  those 
who  do  not  sympathise  with  bis  views,  there 
are  none  but  must  admire  sod  reverence  his 
mind  of  wondrous  scope;  his  uncommon  at- 
tainments; bis  extraordinary  intellectual  inde- 
pendence and  moral  energy;  the  great  purily 
ol  his  character,  and  tbe  exalted  ends  tor«hieh 
be  has  labored  and  for  winch  be  sacribced  his 
life.

Eeace  lo  en  pronounced  rouuh  and  impractica- 
le  by  those  in  authority.  Since  Ibe  co  elusion 
of  the  war  he  bos,  it  appears,  ootrifen  in  the  fa- 
vor of  tbe  King  or  his  Ministers.  His  personal 
popularity  among  the  Italians  is  great,  but  this 
is  the  result  merely  of  his  military  reputation; 
as  a  politician  he  is  so  little  esteemed  tbat  we 
are  t  -Id  he  is  likely  to  be  defeated  in  any  elec- 
tion where  he  is  opposed  by  a  government  can- 
didate. Between  tbe  General  and  Count  Cavcur 
an  unfriendly  feeling  seems  to  have  long  existed. 
On  tbe  whole,  it  is  not  siraogeftiat  Garibaldi 
should  eeeka  new  fit-Id  for  the  display  of  his  en- 
ergies, nor  stiunge  that  il.e  Sardinian  govern- 
ment should  be  glnd  lo  let  him  go.  Garibaldi 
sees  in  ihe  Sicilian  insurrection Jhe  chance  o! 
increased  renown.  Count  Cavour,  no  doubt, 
thinks  lhat  Sicily  is  much  more. sailed  for  hii 
troublesome  rival  thau  Turin,  jflbe  General 
can  free  Sicily,  well  aud  good;  ifbe  cannot,  he 
will  either  not  come  back  at  all,  orbe  wilkome 
hack  so  fa  len  in  repuie  as  to  be $0  longer  dan- 
gerous. So  he  is  allowed  to  go  on  hta  forlorn 
hipe  with  any  whom  be  can  persuade  to  follow 
Ma  fortune. 


Deatb  of  Willluiu  G,  Preston. 

Tbe  telegraph  Ibis  sfternoon  brings  us  inelli- 
gence  of  ihe  death,  oo  ibe  2Sd  inst.,  at  Colum- 
bia, Soulb  Carolina,  ol   WilliamC.  Preston. 

Mr  Preston  was  born  on  the  24th  of  Decem- 
ber, 1704,  in  Philadelphia,  while  bis  father  was 
attending  Congress  iu  that  place  as  a  member 
from  Virginia,  lie  was  educated  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  South  Carolina,  where  he  graduated 
in  1812. 

He  studied  law  in  the  office  of  William  Wirt, 
ol  Richmond,  and  in  \z.lt>  weal  to  Europe, 
travelling  through  France  Eughind^ndSiu  zcr- 
land  and  unending  \en»)  lectortn. 

Returning  lo  ihe  United  Siates,  he  was  ad- 
mitted to  toe  bar  in  1821,  and  after  practising  u 
year  in  Virginia,  removed  to  Columbia,  Souih 
Carolina. 

In  1824  Mr.  Preston  was  elected  lo  the  House 
of  Representa'ives,  and  distinguished  himself 
as  no  udvocale  of  State  tights  and  free  trade. 

In  18S2  he  was  elected  lo  tba  Senate,  where 
be  became  a  promineot  debater,  but  resigned 
in  1642  to  resume  tbe  practice  of  his  profes- 

In  1845  he  was  appointed  President  of  the 
Univesitv  of  South  Carolina,  which  office  he 
filled  until  1851,  when,  in  conEequeoce  of  ill 
health,  he  resigned. 

Mr.  Pres'on  was  much  admired  for  bis  win- 
ning style  of  eloquence. 

Tn  politics  be  took,  of  course,  a  decidedly 
Southerb  view  ol  tilings  and  was  a  violent  fire- 
eater.—  N.    7.

Uuou  the  evidence,  of  two  very  re- 
speo  able  and  disinterested  gentlemen  (?)  resi- 
dents of  our  city,  a  girl  about  eighteen  or  Iwt  u- 
ly  years  ol  ege,  and  whom  our  neighbors  of  the 
(fiizftlt  say  "  the  heat  of  judges  might  mistake 
for  t\  while  woman,''  was  arrested  as  a  runaway 
slave.     What  seems  to  be  a  litlle  strange  in  tbo 
case,  is  the  fact  of  her  having  lived  in  our  city 
for  a  number  of  months  in  a  prominent  citizen's 
family,  as  a  free  and  white  servant  girl,  and  no 
one  ever  suspecting  or  possibly  tbiukibg  her  a 
fugitive  from   bondage,  and  yet  remaining  in  a 
Siavo    Slate.       But    for    some    time    previous 
to  her  arrest   she    hud    resided    in    Bellem>.>nt 
Kansas,  wi  ere  she  was  takeu  for  a  white  wo- 
man, and    treated    witd    that   same    deference 
sbown  to  all  other  while   woun-u  hvcivilned 
people.     However,  upon   the  affidavits  of  theB<: 
two  worthies,  who,  it  seems,  were  acquainted 
with  ber  in  Lexington,  where,  it  ia  alleged,  she 
belonged  to  one  Tutt,  the   officers  of  o   r  city 
proceeded  to  make  the  arrest.     Upon  seeing  tbo 
girl  and  questioning   ber,  they  could  not  per- 
suade themselves  that  she  was  a  slave,  und  re- 
fused lo  make  the  arrest,  and  sent  tor  the  Mar- 
shal,    lie,  forced  by  bis  duty,  performed  ihe 
painful  and   humiliating  acl.     We  understand 
lhat  she  was  taken  into  safe  k-cping,  aud  Mr. 
Tutt   telegraphed  for,   who   of  course    came, 
claimed    her  us  his  property,  paid  the  disinter- 
ested worthies  who  showed  such  a  disinterested 
kindness,  and  took  her  away  quietly.     Of  course 
it  is  all  right,  and  even  if  tbe  girl  is  as  white, 
intelligent  and  pretty  as  most  of  young  ladies, 
und  even  claimed  to  be  from  Illinois,  and  could 
give  references  deny  ingever  being  a  i-lave,  what 
right  has  she  to  bo  heard  wbeu  two  respectable, 
worthy  pro  slavery  men  say  they   know  her  to 
he  a  slave?    Of  course  nur  Justice  must  remand 
her  to  bondage  nnd  a  doom  worse  than  deatb, 
because,  forsooth,  the  slave  oligarchy  dein  nd  it. 
Whotuer  she  is  a  slave  or  not  we  do  nol  know, 
but  takiog   it  lor   granted  tbat  she    is,  we  look 
upon  it  as  an   outrage  upon  the  feelings  of  hu- 
manity and  characteristic  only  ol  a  batbarous 
age,  aud  of  a  more  barbarous  'people.     But  tbe 
crcumstanco  gives  us  a  view  ol  the  beauteoii 
system— the  "peculiar  iostitutieo," — which  we 
have  never  seen  before,  and  is  that  which  glveB 
men  tbe  privilege  of  paudermg  in  the  traffic  of 
human  flesh  and  b'ood  that  stands  pre  eminent 
to  their  own  in  every  respect;  iu  color,  in  intel- 
ligence, in  humanity,  in  soul.     Thii  is  one  in- 
stanced thousands  ihat occur  in  our  country, 
but  it  is  sufficient  of  itself,  when  candidly  view- 
ed, to  make  tbe  soul  sick  with  tbe  low  depraved 
condition  to    which  this   cursed    system  of  op 
pression  finks  the  human  beiug  who  engages  in 
it.     We  shomd   like  io  know  the  difference  be- 
tween   taking    a  free  white   girl  from  Illinois, 
where  this  one  claimed  to  he  front,  and  doubtless 
was,  and   consigning   her   to  slavery  upon  the 
say  of  two  or  a  thousand  men,  aud  the  giving 
up  of  this  one,  io  a   moral  point  of  view.     Of 
cour-e  tfie  Uws   of  slavery  make  it  right;    the 
laws  of  God  and  conscience  icll  us  it  is  wrong. 
We  refer  to  this  merely  as  an  ias'aiice  showing 
up  ihe  disgusting  qualities   of  this  institution, 
which,  we   contend,  is   a  curse    to    us  and  our 
couutrv,  socially,    politically,   morally,  and  in 
this  State,  most  certainly  pecuniarily.

The    Japanese. 

The  Washington  correspondent  of  the  Bos- 
ton Journal  gives  the  following  account  of  the 
Japanese : 

Their  personal  appenrunce  ia  not  at  all  pre 
possesaitsg,  and  no  wonder  that  a  descendant  of 
Ethiopia,  who  polishes  boots  at  Willard'a  was 
disappointed  when  be  saw  them.  "Ki!"  he 
exclaimed,  "  dem  de  Japanese,  wot  de  white 
folks  has  made  so  much  fuss  about?  Why, 
dey'a  Duffio  but  a  lot  of  dried  up  jailer  folks! 
Don't  see  what  while  folks  means  to  make  such 
a  fu3s  about  dem  lor,  widout  dey  meurjs  to  tell 
'em,  and  if  dey  does  day  won't  bring  much  I" 
He  was  correct.  Forget  that  they  come  It  om 
the  mystic  land  surrounded  by  prejudice  as  hy 
a  wall  of  brass— dismiss  the  hopes  of  a  great 
and  lucrative  trade— and  they  are  but  Tank, 
dwindled  dowD,  uDgainly  figures,  with  cunning 
eyes,  big  mouths,  shaven  heads,  and  afar  less 
imposing  presence  than  the  Chinamen  who 
have  of  Ijte  yars  been  seen  in  our  cities.  Not 
to  do  the  nation  any  injustice,  it  should  be 
stated  that  '.hose  who  have  visited  Japan  agree 
in  stating  that  the  Embassy  is  not  a  fiir  speci- 
men of  the  physical  proportions  of  the  people 
there.  But  « hat  tbey  lack  in  size  tbey  make 
np  in  sagacity.  Like  J.  B.  (Bagstock,  not  Bu- 
chanan,) they  are  "  sly,  sir,  ('..mously  sly  ?" 

The  leudal  system  is  prevalent  in  Japan,  and 
we  have  hiah  evidenco  of  it  in  the  contempt 
which  the  two  sworded  men  of  this  party  re- 
gard the  menial  servants,  and  in  tho  reverential 
awe  with  which  tbey  nre  held  in  return.  An- 
other noticeable  fact  is  the  duplicate  arrange- 
ment by  which  every  rpan  has  a  double  tn 
walch  h'm.  The  idea  of  John  C.  Calhoun,  thai 
we  should  have  two  PreaideDls,  and  that  a 
slaveholder  should  balance  a  non  slaveholder 
in  every  important  position,  is  practically  car- 
ried out  ic  the   .mbasvy  now  bere. 

Simme  Boozsn  (a  rather  intelligent,  Teractftish 
looking  individual,)  and  Afwg-ike-  Away,  who 
is  teller,  (with  prominent  teeth, J  are  the  a'amis 
or  1  riDces.  One  is  a  progress  man,  the  other 
an  old  fogy.  One  desires  to  .-ee  all  that  he  can, 
aod  would  like  to  have  returned  around  the 
Horn;  the  other  is  glad  that  the  treaty  is  rati- 
fied, and  wants  to  hasten  homo,  via  Panama,  aa 
soon  as  possible.  One  likes  champagne,  aod 
thinks  ihe  American  !adi»s  very  amusing  ;  the 
other  rolls  up  bis  eyes  in  horror,  and  is  horri- 
fied at  the  sight  of  the  belles  in  "  low  Deck  and 
short  sleeves,"  who  haunt  the  hotel,  and  beg 
funs,  hair  ornaments  or  pictures  in  expressive 
pantomime. 

In  Japan,  each  Kami  has  absolute  dominion 
of  life  and  deaih  over  his  retainers,  and  lives  in 
feudal  state.  Here,  each  has  his  suite  ofroomn, 
well  guarded,  in  which  ho  eats,  and  when  tbey 
went  in  Btate  to  the  President's,  their  retuineis 
bore  banners  with  their  beruldic  devices- 
dropping  on  one  knee  as  they  passed  into  the 
White  House. 

The  next  couple  are  the  CliieT  CeDsor,  Ogure 
Bu'igo,  (who  is  alsoa  tf'ipi,{and  the  Treasurer, 
Afoi-ta  Otaturo,  a  WebBTeYian  lookine  person- 
fti'e.  Then  we  nave  two  Lieutenant  Governors 
aod  one  of  these.  Nauru™  Otnsin,  is  tie  quar- 
termaster of  the  Embassy.  The  moment  they 
bad  reached  Willard'a  Hotel  be  took  a  rapid 
survey  of  the  rooms,  and  at  once  assigned  them, 
writing  the  name  ol  e  ich  occupiint  on  a  piece 
of  paper,  which  lie  affixed  to  the  door  of  bis 
room.

Eaci.  of  the  personages  thus  far  named  has  one 
or  moreaid*.  who,  wiih  lite  nterpreters,  and  a 
brace  of  doctors,  compose  the  gmtltmen  of  the 
Embaasy.

One  deaires  to  ^eo  all  that  ho  con, 
fttirtwoulii  liko  to  haifo  returned  nround  the 
Horn;  Hie  othir  ia  glud  tliut  Ibe  treitty  is  rati- 
bod,  and  wnnis  to  bneten  homo,  via  I'unaiiia,  an 
siiou  as  |ios->Hi]o.  One  tikos  chnmpa^nc,  and 
tbiuka  iho  Anu'rican  ladies  very  nDiuttin)-  ;  the 
Other  rolls  up  his  cvea  in  horror,  and  is  horri- 
fied al  the  aiglil  of  tho  lielles  in  "  low  neck  and 
short  sleeves,"  i>ho  haunt  the  hotel,  and  bei- 
fans,  hair  ornnmunlB  or  pictures  in  expressive 
pantomime. 

In  Jupan,  each  Kami  has  abHolulo  domiuion 
of  life  and  demh  over  hia  retainers,  and  lives  in 
feudal  state.  IJerc,  each  has  hiB  suite  of  rooms, 
well  guarded,  in  which  he  eats,  and  when  they 
went  In  etntu  to  "tie  President's,  tlieir  rctutuers 
bore  banners  wilb  tbeir  heruldic  devices — 
dropping  on  one  knee  as  they  passed  into  the 
White  House. 

The  next  couple  are  Ihe  Chief  Censor,  Ogurt 
Dungo,  (who  ia  also  a  Kami,  {and  the  Treasurer, 
ifou'ta  Olataro,  a.  WebsTWrian  lookine  peraon- 
se;e.  Then  we  have  two  Lieutenant  Governors, 
and  one  of  these.  Kaunige  (Jtnsin,  is  the  quar- 
termaster of  tt'e  Embaasv.  The  moment  they 
had  reached  Willard's  tlotel  he  took  a  rapid 
Burvey  of  the  roorrs,  and  at  once  asai|-ned  them, 
writing  the  name  of  e  ich  occupant  on  a  piece 
of  paper,  which  be  affixed  to  the  door  of  hia 
room.  He  really  possesses  great  executive 
abilities,  and  bustles  about  in  famous  style. 
Ead.  of  the  personages  thus  far  named  has  one 
nr  more  nid.*,  who,  with  the  'uterprelers,  and  a 
brace  of  doctors,  compose  the  gcntltintn  of  ihe 
Embassy. 

The  four  hit-best  dignitaries  eat  in  private, 
but  the  other  sixteen  join  tbe  naval  board  of 
officers  at  the  table  set  lor  them  in  tho  "tea 
room"  of  tho  hotel,  where  they  have  meals 
served  at  eif-ht  o'clock  in  the  morning,  at  noon, 
at  five  iu  tbe  eveninp,  and  again  at  eight.  Their 
favorite  dish  is  rice,  boiled  soft,  which  is  served 
at  every  meal.  Chickens  fried,  then  boiled  iu 
tho  rice,  ham,  oysters,  fried  fish,  omeleita  and 
scrambled  eugs,  chicken  aa'ad,  potatoes,  egg- 
plants, tomatoes,  peas  and  other  vegetables  ; 
bard-boiied  eggs  cut  up  in  vinegar,  with  ice- 
creams, preserved  fruits  ana  conleclionery, 
form  tbeir  bill  of  lure.  Mr.  Henry  Wtllard,  {a 
Vermooter  by  birlh,)  has  been  untiring  in  bis 
exertions  as  a  pioneer  caterer  for  their  wants. 
They  drink  green  tea,  ralber  laocy  champagne. 
and  the  younger  ones  will  slip  into  a  room  and 
enjoy  a  julep.  Alas,  for  news  gaiherers!  as 
they  imbibe  and  become  loquacious  they  forget 
their  English  and  grow  communicative  in  un- 
intelligible Japanese. 

Altera  meal  tbey  repair  in  groups  to  their 
rooms,  into  which  servants  bring  small  copper 
furnaces,  containing  ignited  charcoal.  Squat- 
ting around  this,  they  fill  the  tiny  bru-s  or 
silver  bowls  of  their  reed  pipes  with  strong 
native  tobacco,  and  exhaust  it  in  three  or  four 
whirls.  The  same  process  is  repeated  two  or 
three  times,  after  which  naps  ore  indulged  in. 
They  don't  fancy  sleeping  on  a  bed,  preierring 
an  imitation  of  lheir  thick  sleeping  mats,  im- 
provised with  blankets.  Their  pillows  are  bits 
of  wood,  which  keep  the  head  in  place,  and 
preserve  Ibe  bair  from  being  disarranged. 

Their  habits  are  cleanly.  They  bathe  once  a 
day,  and  are  frequently  shaved,  an  operation 
which  they  like  to  have  performed  on  tbe 
house-top.  Indeed,  although  not  one  of  them 
has  been  oulside  ol  tbe  hotel,  except  on  State 
occasions, tbey  have  explored  ihe  establishment, 
and  seem  lo  prefer  tbe  roof.  When,  on  the  eve- 
niug  of  their  arrival,  a  waiter  mounted  ihe  (od- 
der leading  from  the  roof  to  the  top  of  the  cu- 
pola, to  lower  the  flag,  be  was  startled  at  finding 
four  Japanese  perched  there. 

They  ore  foud  of  Bowers  and  of  birds.  One 
of  the  Envoys  has  a  pair  of  "  love-birds,"  (di- 
minulive  parrots  which  are  noted  for  their  at- 
tachments,) purchased  on  the  Isihmua.  The 
turkeys,  eeese  and  other  fowl  in  Willard's  lard- 
er bav~j  all  been  carefully  sketc  ed,  and  so  have 
the  fish  and  lobsters.  A  pair  of  green  turtles, 
which  have  been  placed  in  tbe  tank  of  the  foun- 
tain in  tbe  hulel  court-yard,  remind  them  of 
NipTion,  as  they  call  Japan. 

Their  artists  Bketcb  very  cleverly,  and  have 
already  filled  several  portfolios,  using  camel- 
hair  brushes  and  India  ink  or  Dutch  pencils. 
The  artists  of  toe  New  York  illustrated  papers 
admit  their  superiority. and  have  endeavored  to 
obiain  some  of  lheir  f ketches,  bat  the  reply  is  : 
"  mi  sogo  Siphon" — I  will  take  it  to  Japan. 
Each  sketch  is  accrmpanied  by  a  key,  with  tbe 
names  of  all  tbe  principal  personages,  and  their 
rank. 

Mamura  Gnh  'tsiro,  the  principal  interpreter, 
does  not  speak  English,  although  be  can  read  it, 
but  be  is  well  versed  in  low  Dutch,  and  thus 
acts  jointly  with  Mr.  Portman,  a  Hollander, 
who  went  to  Jupan  with  Commodore  J'erry.  All 
convertation  is  thus  fitttrtd  through  two  medi- 
ums, the  ongiual  speaker  standing  watching  the 
effect  of  his  doubly  translated  tdeaa.

It  is  not 
coutioed,  however,  to  Ibe  J'asctigoula  River, 
hut  has  oiten  been  heard  at  other  places.  At 
tbe  mouth  of  Itayou  Coq  de  I'lude  aud  other  in- 
lets opening  into  the  gu  if  along  ibe  coast  of  our 
own  country,  tbe  curious  listener,  lying  idly  in 
his  boat,  with  lifled  oars,  when  every  other 
ay  sometimes  hear  its 
rently  from  beneath  Ibe 
like  the  soft  notes  of  distant  ^rEuliuu 
harps. 

We  have  always  supposed  thai  this  phenome- 
non, whatever  its  origin  might  be,  natural  or 
-  -I  ■  I'uiitui  ti1.  wus  peculiar  to  our  own  coast.  It 
e|i|>eara,  however,  from  uu  extract  given  by 
some  of  the  English  papers  from  Sir  Etiersnu 
Tenoants  recent  work  on  Cey  loo /hat  something 
very  like  it  is  known  ut  Bailullou,  iu  thai  island 
and  is  attributed  to  a  raiher  less  poetical  ana 
mysteiious  origin — that  is,  to  a  peculiar  species 
of  shell  bsb.  They  are  euid  to  be  heard  atniubt, 
and  most  distinctly  when  ibe  moon  is  nearest 
the  full,  and  arc  described  in  terms  that  corre- 
epoud  very  close  with  the  accounts  given  of  the 
Puscagoula  music  by  those  who  have  heard  it. 
But,  accordiuR  to  the  same  authority,  it  is  not 
in  Ceylon  only  that  this  submarine  music  is 
heard.    Sir  Emerson  says ; 

Sounds  somewhat  similar  are  heard  under 
water,  at  some  plitces  on  the  western  coast  of 
India,  especially  iu  the  harbor  ol  Bombay.  At 
Oaldcra,  in  Chiii,  musical  cadences  arc  said  to 
issue  from  the  sea  near  the  landiug  place ;  they 
are  described  as  rising  and  fulling  fully  lour 
notes,  resembling  the  tones  of  harp- strings,  and 
mingling  like  those  at  Uattallou,  till  they  pro- 
duce a  musical  discord  ol  great  sweetness  and 
delicacy. .  Tbe  animals  from  whence  they  pro- 
ceed have  not  been  identified  at  either  place, 
and  the  mystery  remains  unsolved,  whether 
those  at  Butlalloa  are  given  fortb  by  fishes  or 
mollusks.— Mobile  Htrald.

Ifl-fDtorluua  Music  011  tlie  Gull  Sliorc. 

The  myslic  music  sometimes  heard  at  the 
mouth  ot  lbs  r-jBCBgoulu  Ilivor,  ou  a  still  night, 
19  one  of  lltw  wonuers  of  our  coast.  It  is  not 
coutlned,  however,  to  tbe  1'aBcugoula  River, 
but  has  olten  been  heard  at  other  places.  At 
the  mouth  of  Hayou  Coq  de  1'Iude  and  othor  in- 
lets opening  into  the  gulf  along  tbe  const  of  our 
own  country,  the  curious  listener,  lying  idly  in 
his  bout,  with  lifted  oars,  when  every  otber 
sound  is  hushed,  may  sometimes  hear  its 
streams  coming  apparently  from  beneath  the 
water,  like  tbe  soft  notes  of  distant  ^Eoliau 
harps. 

We  have  always  supposed  Ihat  this  phenome- 
non, whoever  iis  origin  might  be,  natural  or 
fcuperoaturul,  was  peculiar  to  our  own  coast.  It 
appears,  however,  from  un  extract  given  by 
somo  of  the  English  papers  from  Sir  Ert.ersou 
Tenoants  recent  work  on  Ovloo.ilmt  something 
very  like  it  is  known  ut  battalion,  in  thai  islautl, 
and  is  attributed  to  a  rather  less  poetical  and 
mysteiiousorigtu — that  is,  to  apeouliur  species 
of  shell  bah.  They  are  said  to  be  heard  atnight, 
and  most  distinctly  when  the  moon  is  nearest 
ihe  full,  nod  urc  described  in  terms  Ihat  corre- 
spond very  close  with  the  accounts  given  of  the 
Pascsgoula  music  by  (hose  who  have  heard  it. 
Hut,  according  to  tbe  stiuio  authority,  it  19  not 
in  Ceylon  only  that  tbis  submarine  music  is 
beard.    Sir  Emerson  says: 

Sounds  somewhat  similar  are  heard  under 
water,  ut  some  places  on  the  western  coast  of 
India,  especially  in  the  harbor  ot  Bombay.  At 
Caldera,  in  Chili,  musical  cadences  are  said  to 
issue  from  tbe  sea  near  the  landing  place ;  they 
are  described  as  rising  and  fulling  fully  lour 
notes,  resembliog  tbe  lones  of  harp-strings,  and 
mingling  like  those  at  ifattallou,  till  they  pro- 
duce a  musical  discord  ol  great  sweetness  aud 
delicacy. .  The  auimals  Irom  whence  they  pro- 
ceed have  not  been  identified  at  either  place, 
und  tbe  mvMery  remuins  unsolved,  whether 
those  at  Catialloa  are  given  forth  by  fishes  or 
mollusbs.— MubiU  H<r,ild.
